MOSCOW, Dec. 8.—A statement 
by Foreign Commissar Maxim Lit- 
vinov to Japanese Ambassador Ma- 
moru Shigemitsu was published to- 
day by the Soviet press in refutation | 
of attempts of certain Japanese 
newspapers to distort the position 
of the USS. R. on the Soviet-Japa- 
nese fishing convention. 

The statement points out that the 
Japanese government is not fulfill- 
ing its obligations under the Ports- 
mouth Treaty and the agreement 
on sale of the Chinese Eastern Rall- 
way. 

The Japanese government has not 
made payment on the 5,900,000 yen 
($2,301,000) installment long over- 
due from Manchukuo for the Chi- 
nese Eastern Railway, for which the 
Japanese government has assumed 
responsibility. | 

Litvinov then informed the Japa- 
nese envoy that it is intolerable that 
the Japanese government, while 
violating its own obligations to the

democratic processes by blasting the Housing and Wel- 
fare Amendments passed by the people of the state 


November 8. 


Flatly denying the right of referendum and popular 
vote, the Big Business spokesman yelled that the passing 
of the amendments “will go a long way toward making 
the American system unworkable.” 

Dies himself did not read a prepared speech and 
therefore no copies were made availablé to the press. He 
followed closely, hOwever, the text of a speech which radio 
stations refused to broadcast Sunday and which the Hearst 
press printed in full yesterday: 

In the speech, Dies shouted wildly against Commu- 
nism, but carefully made clear that the real target of his 
attack was the CIO, the progressives and the Roosevelt 


administration. 


AGAINST ‘MAJORITTES’ 
Echoing Hart’s contempt for democracy itself, Dies 


said: 


“Americanism is the recognition of the truth 
that the inherent and fundamental rights of man 
are derived from God and not from governments, 
societies, dictators, kings or MAJORITIES.” (My 


emphasis.—L. W.). 


By adding the word “majorities” to that definition, 


Dies means but one thing. 


The popular will, expressed 


through a majority voting peacefully at the polls, is as 
abhorrent to him as to Fritz Kuhn and the rest of his fas- 
cist cronies. He would replace popular, democratic gov- 
ernment with a “divine” dictatorship under blasphemer 


Dies or some other fuehrer. 


Lest we forget: Among those with special tables were 
Allan Zoll, Lambert Fairchild (one of the organizers of 
the infamous march on Washington to scotch reorganiza- 
tion reform) and one for a company of the Morgan utility 


empire—the Brooklyn Borough Gas Company.

They were tried yesterday before 
Magistrate Sylvester Sabbatino, but 
Kuggel was jailed with the first 
group of 32 Thursday and died Sun-

ning. 


REFUSE MEDICAL PLEA

Accordingly, the Department of Labor 
decided to appeal the Strecker case decision 
to the United States Supreme Court, mean- 
while delaying all similar immigration cases. 
This was in keeping with the usual govern- 
mental practice of avoiding unnecessary ex- 
penses and multiple litigation in the lower 
courts, when a test case is pending in the 
higher tourt. 


That, in short, is Miss Perkins’ position. 

The CIO Convention branded the at- 
tempts of “reactionary employer interests to 
have Bridges deported” as “only a pretext 
for their opposition to organized labor and 
its leadership on the West Coast.” Progres- 
sives everywhere agree that even should the 
Supreme Court give an adverse ruling in the 
Strecker case, the fight against such pro- 
posed deportations must go on. But every- 
one must agree that to threaten Miss Per- 
kins with impeachment while the Depart- 
ment of Labor is still waiting for the Su- 
prerhe Court to act, is the basest kind of 
double-dealing. It is a move to supplant dem- 
ocratic procedure with prejudice, lying prop- 
aganda and pressure of a distinctly fascist

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The Hoovers of France 


At Work 


» The Berlin-Rome axis is grinding away 
at the safety and security of France as per 
schedule. 

With, of course, the grovelling coopera- 
tion of Daladier, who is now, according to the 
happy praise of the fascist journalists, 
“working in the spirit of Munich.” 

It took less than a day after the Daladier- 
Ribbentrop pact for Mussolini to start his 
roaring for chunks of French territory, the 
pieces he had been promised at Munich. 

Now the French reactionaries (counter- 
part of our own Hoovers) are trying to see- 
saw back and forth between Berlin and 
Rome, pretending to the French people that 
Hitler’s latest “treaty” offers France protec- 
tion from Mussolini’s latest riots and out- 
rages against Tunisia in Africa. 

But, even if the whole world did not al- 
ready know that Hitler’s promises to “pro- 
tect” France are a monstrous joke, on the 
same order as his “protection” of Austria 
and Czechoslovakia, the latest official word 
from Rome gives the whole brutal show 
away. 

Mussolini’s official paper, Informazione 
Diplomatica, yesterday remarked grimly, 
like a tiger preparing for a feast: 

“Any belief that the Paris-Berlin 
agreement might weaken the Rome-Ber- 
lin axis was an illusion which could arise 
only in the brain of those who not yet 
know the nature, style, and development 
of this axis.” 

Plain enough. It is the same technique 
by which the Berlin Rome alliance raped 
Czechoslovakia. Mussolini backed Hitler 
in the Czechoslovakia rape; now Mussolini 
expects, and he will get, Hitler’s backing for 
the knifing of France. 

Nothing could more plainly confirm the 


words of the Soviet paper, Pravda, which 


yesterday stated what every person with his 
eyes open can see clearly: 

“The Franco-German pact is a serious 
danger to the national interests of 
France—a special agreement between Ger- 
man Fagcism and French reaction di- 
rected against the working people of both 
France and Germany.” 

Every day adds new proof to the thought 
which must now be grasped by every pro- 
gressive American—that in every country, 
in our own U. S. as well as in France, the 
pro-Munich forces are betraying the na- 
tional security of their countries so that they 
can wreck its inner democracy and social 
sécurity.

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A Judicial Blessing 


For Slums 


The decision of the State Court of Ap- 
peals, New York’s highest tribunal, nullify- 
ing the Prior Lien LaW was a disgraceful 
attack upon the whole progressive movement 
for better housing. Naturally, those who 
feel it most will be the slum dwellers for 
whom this law meant a little improvement 
in the tumble-down firetraps in which they 
are forced to live. 


Under this ruling, the City is deprived of 
the power to make improvements in some 
20,000 criminally unfit houses, which im- 
provements would be placed as a first lien 
against the mortgagee. Thus did the Prio 
Lien Law give hope of renovating these 
houses, since the greedy landlords—callous 
to everything except their blood-high rents 
—flatly refuse, in most cases, to make im- 
provements. With one contemptuous stroke 
the Court of Appeals leaves the slum dwell- 
ers high and dry at the mercy of the big 
realty interests, which neither have to re- 
pair their match-box houses themselves, nor 
bother that anybody else will.
